morning. Simpson was standing near 
his automobile when the officers ar- 
rived.

his hands, 


Simpson quickly darted his arm into 
the bossom of his shirt. Presuming 
he had reached for a gun, Sheriff 
Dildy fired. The bullet struck Simp- 
son in the left breast, penetrating the 
lung and grazing the heart. The slug 
emerged from the back of his should- 
er. 


The boy's shirt, it was said, contain- 


ed a pinl of liquor.

S some millions of school children all over the United 


States are getting themselves squared a'way for the com- 


ing year, their fathers and mothers might profitably spend 
a little time in meditation about the present plight of the 
entire school system. 
Fcw public services have felt the 


d! depression more than the schools. 


Teachers have gone unpaid, school 
activities have been cut down, some 
schools rave been forced to extend 
their holiday periods, others have had 
to close entirely, nearly iill have had 
to drop certain courses and consolidate 
a number of activities. 


Nor is that the worst. While all of 


,lhis has been happening, there has 
been developing an influential and 
vocal group which has insisted that 
the schools have been getting more 
than their share of tax revenues even 
in good times. We arc being told that 
our school system is far more elab- 
orate and more expensive than it need 
be. It is being argued not only that 
the school budget must be drastically 
reduced during the depression, but 
that the reduction must be perma- 
nent. 


Anyone who has over paid taxes 


will admit that the schools have been 
costly. It is probably true that many 
school executives have become a bit 
self-important in their claims for tax 
support. Some towns have built school 
buildings on a too-elaborate scale. 
Some schools have tried to include 
too many things in their curricula. 


Nevertheless, admitting that there 


has been extravagance and a lack of 
judgment in many school boards, one 
far more important fact remains un- 
changed. It is simply this: our whole) 
society is built up around the public 
school system, and any drastic change 
in the school system must have far- 
raching effects on the entire nation. 


We arc committed to a political de- 


mocracy, and we arc now trying to 
broaden it to make it an industrial 
democracy as well. To make a go of 
it we must have a body of citizens' 
whose minds have been given all the 
training, all the enlightenment, which 
they can assimilate. The system sim- 
ply cannot/work otherwise.

LITTLE ROCK—(/P)—Fears that the 


general revenue fund would not sup- 
port the major functions of the state 
government through winter were ap- 
parently dispelled Wednesday by the 
announcement 
from 
Julian 
Hogan, 


chief accountant in the comptroller's 
office, that sufficient revenues would 
be available to meet appropriations 
during the present fiscal year. 


Governor Futrell requested Hogan 


to prepare a statement of condtions 
faced by the fund. Hogan's prelim- 
inary statement for the gobernor said 
it might become necessary to with- 
hold issuance of salaries and other 
voucher warrants 
for four to six 


weeks starting about December 1 un- 
less anticipated revenues were forth- 
coming. 


However, by February he said the 


income from insurance premium tax 
would be sufficient to pay all accrued 
claims and carry departments sup- 
ported by the general revenue fund 
through tre 
fiscal period to next 


June 30.

people. 


Liverpool's slums have had an un- 


enviable reputation for many years. 
If they have not been the worst in 
England they have been very close 
to it; and the vice, illness, crime and 
general bad citizenship which they 
have bred have cost Liverpool many 
times the sum which is now to be 
spent on slum abolition. Liverpool's 
willingness to spend money on that 
scale in a time of depression might 
be a useful object lesson for a num- 
ber of cities on this side of the At- 
lantic.

Licensing Feature Indors- 


ed at Memphis Instead 


of Code 


MEMPHIS — (IP) —A vitrolic, day- 


long hearing on a proposed code for 
the cotton seed crushing industry end- 
ed unexpectedly Tuesday 
afternoon 


with farmers and crushers unanimous- 
ly endorsing a marketing agreement 
containing a licensing feature instead 
of the code. 


Tro marketing agreement woukl be 


similar to the code in many respects 
but in these it would differ widely: 


The secretary of agriculture would 


be a czar of the industry. 


He would have the power to fix 


prices at all stages from seed to fin- 
ished product, changing them as he 
saw fit. 


This would guarantee the farmer a 


"parity price" for his seed—a price 
that would be based on the price of 
commodities he buys. 


Administration 
of the agreement 


would be by the secretary and the 
Agricultural Administration instead of 
by Iho NBA. 


The NRA scale of wages, considered 


too high by some farm organization 
wouldn't necessarily apply. 


The crusher would be guaranteed a 


profit. 


No marketing agreement was put 


before the meeting, although the autr- 
or of the resolution favoring one, J. 
W. Bateman of Baton Rouge, La., read 
an outline for one and Christie Bon- 
net of Columbus, S. C., counsel for 
the National Cotton Seed Products 
Association, said its committee had 
presented one to Washington which 
officials rejected al the time in favor 
of a code. 


The motion seeking approval of tre 


marketing agreement asked that the 
record of the hearing be applicable to 
such a marketing agreement, if adopt- 
ed, thus saving another hearing. 


One of the chief advantages of a 


marketing agreement over a code, the 
former's proponents said, was that it 
allowed the secretary of agriculture to 
correlate the Southern 
cotton 
seed 


poblcm with the similar problems of 
the d.iiry and hog raising industries 
in other parts of the country, perhaps 
prohibiting the importation by tariffs 
of competing foreign fats.

questing the president to inflate the 
currency immediately, to establish a 
price o£ 15 cents a pound for cotton 
and to take steps to limit the 1934 crop 
to 9,000,000 bales. 


Governor Blackwood said he was 


sending a similar telegram to gover- 
nors of all cotton-growing states and 
requesting that they call state-wide 
conferences and select 
delegates 
to 


present a personal appeal to President 
Roosevelt at Washington Monday. 


Governor Fulrcll said cotton grow- 


ers from all parts of Ire state are in- 
vited to attend the conference here 
Saturday. 


He said he was in sympathy with 


any practicable movement to increase 
the price of cotton "because the in- 
crease of other commodities and the 
decrease of cotton prices is ruining 
the farmers and injuring all business 
in the South."

LITTLE ROCK—(/P)-Governor Fu- 


trell Tuesday vetoed the senate bill 
of the recent special legislative ses- 
sion extending until December 31 the 
time for payment of poll taxes with- 
out a penalty. 


The governor first wrote on the 


margin of the enrolled bill "vetoed, 
.September 12, 1933. J. M. Futrell," and 
then sent it to the secretary of state's 
office. 


Later, after it had been called to 


his attention that such was needed, 
he wrote out a proclamation giving 
as his reasons for vetoing it that the 
measure was not within the purview 
of his call for the session, and that it 
would bring about confusion in tax 
matters. 


The constiution requires that a proc- 


lamation giving the chief executive's 
reasons for vetoing a measure be sent 
to the secretary of state. 


The bill sought to extend the poll 


tax paying time from June 15 to the 
end of the year, but it was amended 
in the house to strike out the emer- 
gency clause, making it effective 90 
days after it became a law. The veto, 
however, precluded any poll tax ex- 
tension.

Some interesting facts published in 


the last bulletin of the Children's Bu- 
reau are quoted from their new pub- 
lication "Children's Progress." 


They show trat chidren as an en- 


tity in our national life had not much 
jlace before the past century and point 
out the slowness with which some of 
the fledgling movements have devel- 
oped to what they are today. The 
report reads, in part: 


'In 1833 the case of the juvenile de- 


inquent was simple. He was admon- 
shed and flogged, and if this treat- 
ment was not effective he went to 
ail and there learned 
from older 


riminals the refinements 
of law- 


ireaking. Children as young as eight 
ears of age were tried in ordinary 
ourts and sentenced as if they were 
esponsible adults. 
"About 1800 the first cotton-spinning 
actories were established and they 
mployed many young children, even 
hildren under ten, and hours of work 
n the early mills were from sunrise 
o sunset. 


"Organized child-placing in foster 
iomes dates from 1853 in New York, 
and in 1881 Massachusetts began to 
pay board for children in homes. 


Care of Handicapped Children 


"A private institution for cripples 


was opened in 1863 but not until 1897 
was there any state legislation to aid 
crippled children. 


"Ohio established the first State in- 


stitution for blind children in 1837. 
One of the first institutions 
for »the 


blind was the Perkins Institution at 
Watertown, Mass., opened 
in 1832. 


Every state now tries to prevent much 
blindness by provision for protection 
of babies' eyes at birth. 


"In New York City a consultation 


center for mothers and children was 
established in 1889, and the first milk 
station in the United States in 1893. 
"Connecticut, Vermont and Massa- 


chusetts led in legislation making 
physical examinations and health in- 
spection compulsory for public school 
children. 


"Before the Civil War State Legis- 


latures paid little attention to child 
workers. After the war State bureaus 
Were established to collect labor sta- 
tistics .and enforce labor laws. The 
bureaus reported children as young as 
seven working long hours and people 
began to demand laws limiting a 
child's working day. 


"Boston pioneered in providing play 


space for children in 1885 when a re- 
ligious society placed a sand pile in 
its chapel yard for the little crildren. 
In 1907 the Playground Association of 
America held its first convention." 


The pamphlet stresses the progress 


made, but adds that "much remains to 
be done before every child has any- 
thing like a fair start in life. One 
hundred and fifty thousand babies, 
for instance, die each year, before 
they reach their first birthday." 


"We need to go further," it admon- 


ishes, "in the conservation of child 
life, in the care of the handicapped 
child, and the prevention of depend- 
ency and delinquency." 


I am sure we all agree that there 


is much yet to be done.

Concern Over Cuban Unrest 


Behind Capital's Brave Face 


Affairs Have Been Terrific Shock to State Depart- 


ment Officials Who Thought Wells Had 


Done a Good Job

Latin America do not greatly excite 
even the state department. They have 
come to be accepted as a part of the 
natural course of events, like colds 
in the head and minor traffic acci- 
dents. No one really hopes to do 
much about them. 


One cause for worry is that the rev- 


olution which overthrew the new de 
Cespedes regime, and the events which 
have followed that overthrow, taught 
the Washington government that it 
knew less than it htought it did about 
the ins and outs of Cuban political 
currents. 


This whole new phase of Cuban af- 


fairs has been a terrific shock to state 
department officials, who thought Am- 
bassador Welles had done a magnifi- 
cent job in Havana and, with the old 
Machado regime safely 
eased out, 


could come home wtih everything 
rosy. 


American military men were sur- 


prised, too, to find that the Cuban 
army, which had acquitted itself so 
well during the Machado crisis, was 
so deeply permeated with discontent 
and even organized revolt. 


But the greatest shock of all was the 


realization that communist groups had 
had and still have so large a hand in 
the situation. 


A Neighborly Angle 


There were other considerations not 


mentioned in any of the official an- 
nouncements. 


In everything they have done, Amer- 


ican officials have given the impres- 
sion of thinking once of Cuba and 
twice of the rest of the world—par- 
ticularly the rest of Latin America. 


Mr. Roosevelt has been especially 


anxious that his "good neighbor" pol- 
icy strike exactly the right keynote 
in this first test. 


On the one hand, the President's 


advisers considered it extremely im- 
portant that Cuba's sister republics 
understand the big neighbor to the 
north would conduct herself with re- 
straint, and would not cross their 
thresholds forcibly except as public 
order required it. 


On the other hand, no one in Wash- 


ington wanted to give Latin America 
the impression that the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration had gone pacifist, or that 
the United States Marines had folded 
their tents and disbanded. 


It has been a delicate task to steer 


a course which would give these 
neighbors just the desired notification 
that the United States has its heart in 
the right place, but packs a punch 
for emergencies.
